HE Prime minister says the petition 
to the Queen sent by Alberta Indians 
was not forwarded to London because it 
was written by persons claiming to be 
“allies” of Canada and not Canadians 
subject to Canadian law. The petition 
itself need not be debated. The Queen 
reigns but does not rule, and it is con- 
stitutional that she would consult her 
ministers in any such connection—in the 
e of Canada her representative the 
Governor-General would act in her stead.
